• DEATH OF Dlt. W. F. TOLMIE. 

At 1:30 o'clock yesterday attornoon, at 
Clovciilnlo Fiirui, SVilliam Frnaor Tolmio, 
r. M.C. G., iu the 75th yenr of his age, 
poBsoil pt'ucofullj' to bis rest, surrouu'Jeil 
J -by his fuuiily and relatives. Up to a fow 
<.« Jweeks ago the decensod wat> iu apparout 
good healtb, and it is ouly within, u vory 
short time tliutho was confined to tbu bonso 
by m attack of iDfloiumation of thti luugH. 
11x0 boat medical sldll was procured, but 
from the first tho physiciaua stated to hia 
frtuiily that; ho could uot recover, luul liis 
tleath, tho\igh Biiddeu, was not uuexpcctcil. 
Tho tloceaKed played a very iuiportant part 
ill tho early JHstoiy of this cOiiHt, and 
eHpucially of I'ugel Sound uud Vancouver 
iHlaiid. He wii.'^ horn at Tnv...-i,nju^ ^,<ni- 
land, oul'ehruary Urd, and joined tho 

Iliidsou'H Bay coinpnuy's Horvice uu the 
12th of Soptumber, IS'i'i. Uo started for 
America in tho same year, coining aiotiud 
tlio Horn in a sailing vessel, calling at the 
Sogdwlob lalandB, and sniTingatFortVau- 
coaver, ou the Oolsmbia river, then tho 
tibief post of the company, in the spring of 
1833. ,He remained here as clerk and 
iloctor for the establlBbmeut until 1831, 
■\vbeb bo joined tho expedition under Mr. 
Ogdon, which coasted iilony the northwest 
coast as far as the lluasiau bouiidiiry, 
forming ports at difiarent points for the 
purposes of trading. la 1836 be again ro- 
turuod to Fort Y ancouver and assumod 
his former position aa sargoon. In 1841 
he secured a furlough and made a trip to 
hia native piuco, viaitiiif; relatives and 
friends. In 1842 he returned overland 
via Fort Garry, the plains and the Uolum- 
' bia river, and was placed in charge of a 
"" large'aheep farni at Nisqually, on Pugot 
Sound, the property of the Pugot Sound 
Company. lie here took a prominent 
part during thu Indian war of 1855 in 
pacifying tlm Indiana. Lieing an e.xeoUeiit 
linguist ho had accjuiri'.d u knowledge of 
the ludian tongues, and was of great 
'■ervice in- bringing about peace be- 
'tween tho Indiana and the Ameri- 
cans. During this war ho frequently 
had narrow o.scaped frum death by tho 
Indiana who besieged hia fort, and per- 
ifotmed many acts uf peraonal bravery in 
defebee of the American settlers. The 
'.v Uisny . fearful atrocities committed by 
theasiadiaiiB are mattors of history. On 
■ the' lOlh of February, 1850, he visited 
Victoria, and was mnrri»d to Jane, old- 
eat daughter of the lute John Work, then 
chief factor of the Hudson iijy Co. Tho 
deceased was appointed chief factor of 
the company nt Wisqually, on November 
2Cth, 1855. In 185!), after the company 
had'givian Uft theic p^sBeBaory rights to 
the Amerioanii he removed to Victoria, 
which had been made tlio ciiief trading 
pert. He- heire took chief nianagemont 
of the Paget Sound Uiniipany's farms on 
Vancouver Island, lie remained .is chief 
factor in the service of the li. li, 
Co., and agent of tho P. S. Oo. 
until 1870, when he retired altogether 
from tho service smd aoltlod on a farm of 
1100 acres, which ho had bought in the 
early settlement of the coluny, and which 
had been somewhat iaipruved by hini. 
~He°took"a great'intereak in . farming and 
stock-raising and continued to do so up 
to tho day ho wa.s taken ill. Ho was tho 
firrt v.-ho imported I'lorough-bred stock 
into tho province. The deceased was a 
member of tho hical legislature for two 
toruis, repreacntiiig ^'ieturia district until 
187B, when he was defeated, since which 
time he has dot taken any active part in 
politics. He was a member of the first 
board of odticidion, and for many years 
fjccupiod a [)l»eo at, tho board, e.xercisliig 
H grout interest in educatiinial matters. 
•He hold many ofhcea of trust and was 
always a must valued and respected 
citizen. Many will remember him 
with gratitude for hia kindly cojnael and 
isiiconragoment and unostentatious char- 
ity. Uo was one of the few who yot re- 
main of Ihuau ivlio formed tho first 
pioneers of the co^t, and hia name will 
ever be connected with its history, fle 
retained up tu the day of his death ac- 
curate recollections of tho atirring events 
uf the eurly colonial diiy.s, .-uid Diero vva3 
no one so intimate with the Indian ail'aira 
of the province. Ho frequently con- 
tributed valuable matter and sound ideas 
to tho presa of the city upon public (|iies- 
tiona and events now hifllorical. Put the 
■ Croat reaper of tho world has gathered 
him into tho eternal roat in cho riponeaaof 
old ago, and his kindly faco and vuncra- 
blo figure will bu inisied from our stroeta, 
His death takes ,i.vay ono more of the 
heroic souls who braved all thu dangers 
of pioneer life, and who have witnessed 
the transfocniatioii' of Victoria from a 
wilderness into a beautiful and pro.ii)er- 
oua city, in tho acconiplishmriit uf which 
ho has boon an important factor. Ills 
wife died on the li'Jrd of June, 1880. liy 
Jieir he had seven sons and five daii;,'hteru, 
two of|the latter being dead. The eldest 
aon, Alexander, in in buaiiicsa at iN'ew 
Westminster, William ia ranching near 
Kinnlii'jps, Uddurick is chief clerk in the 
land regiatry ollico uf the province, while 
four utlior auiia are engaged in managing 
thu extensive farm. The doceaaod was 
^Widuly connected and trail known tbrojagh- 
out the province, and his numerous rela- 
tives and frionda will ■sincoroly regret his 
loss.

In politics grey hairs or lungth 
uf days need not be pleaded as a protec- 
tion from criticism of public acta, but 
they should still constituto a shield from 
wanton insult. Were such statomonis as 
the Globo makes true, only tho spirit of 
rutliatiisui could impel a writer to publish 
them to the world.

Ilo did not boliovo the 
frontage scheme would meet tho approval 
of the people. 

Ooun. Grant favored a mixed tax with 
a reasonable or small amount of tax per 
front foot which would reach all the people 
in a just manner.

Coun. Elumber thought if iho city was 
drained by one main aewor it would do 
for tho tiiiio being. Ilo thought hotels 
and restaurants should pay more lax for 
sewerage than anyone else. 

His worship favored the calling of a 
public ineeling to discuss tho scheme. 

Couu. Vigulius was oppnaiMl to the 
frontage tax and favored a valiio taxa- 
tion, iiud was glad it) see tli.ii tho ipiostion 
was left in iho hanilH of tho ralepayerH. 

Coun. Grant moved that the matter be 
laid over fur one week and each council- 
lor be aerved with a copy of tho bylaw.

Ho picked it out of his pants, 
where it had atruek.. , Oapt. Rugg imme- 
diately laid information against Glenn, 
who was arrested by Conatible Campbell 
aud lodged in gaol at Esquiinalt. Ho will 
be tried to-day by Judge Uarriaon. A 
riile waa found in the poaaeaaion of the 
priaoner, with an empty cartridge in the 
chamber, having evidently been recently 
diacharged. The prisoner is an old-miner, 
having boon in Omineca, Caaaiar and 
Lorno Creek. Ho was of an nngovcni- 
ablo temper and frequently in dillicultioa. 
Capt. Itugg would havo amicably sottjed 
with him in the inaitor of wagos, but ho 
demanded $2 i")0 pur day. Finding ho 
could not injure tho captain ho became 
very angry, and has vented his spleen by 
attem])ting his life.

At Chilberg'a restaurant 
Fried procured a bottle of molaasoa for 
Ralph, and Ralph then aaid, "Now Fried, 
you d-^—d coward, you can go home." 
He, hoaever, followed Rilph up the street 
and tried to urge him not to commit tho 
act, ihat there was no use to ateal bucauso 
Sundberg had promised to allow them to 
remain at the Svna hotel until they could 
got work. Ralph, however, procured a 
newapapor which ho covered with the 
molaa^es aud placed upon tho window to 
deaden the sound, when bo kicked li, broke 
tho [jhiaa aud stole tho aovcn duUaia.
